BULGARIAN SURPRISE 


THAT FAILED. 


The Press Association's Special Correspondent 
at Salonika, telegraphing on August 22, says :— 

A mass of confused and contradictory reports 
is current in regard to the situation beyond the 
Struma front. Very little reliable information 
is to hand in regard to the state of affairs be- 
yond the Serres, but the following summary of 
happenings in that quarter may contribute to 


a better comprehension of the situation :— 


Last Thursday night the Bulgarian troops 
suddenly advanced south from Demir Hissar with 
the object apparently of surprising the French 
cavalry regiment quartered in the village of 
Kavakli, near Serres. body of Greek troops, 
which had been maintairied in the Demir Hissar 
ever since the Bulearian ocdupation of Runel 
was surrounded, and the Bulgars pushed rapidly 
southwards. It is stated, however, that a Greek 
gendarme broke through the Bulgar oordon after 
shooting a sentry, and brought the French news 
of the Bulgar movements. 

The French cavalry, who abandoned Kavakli, 
engaged the enemy while retiring upon the 
Struma bridges. A strong force of British 
cavalry went forward in skirmishing order with 
a view to reconnoitring the enemv's strength and 
movements, and our horse artillery came into 
action, shelling the roads and villages along the 
ine of the Bulgar advance. The enemy was 
held up for several hours, and the surprise 
failed completely.

He (Mr. Healy) thought it would be 
more desirable if those who represented the 
deceased were, from their point of view, to 
first bring forward the facts as they struck 
them, because this inquiry had been granted 
through much pressure and after much delay, 
at the instance of the friends cf the murde 
men. 

The Chairman said they fully realised that 
one of the most important functions of the 
inquiry was to give the most full and careful 
attention to the considerations mentioned by 
Mr. Healy, but it appeared to them that it 
would be. more convenient for the Attorney- 
General to open the matter, more particularly 
as the military were separately represented. 

Mr. Healy said he submitted to the view taken 


by the Commissioners. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S STATEMENT, 


The Attorney-General then proceeded to state 
the facts of the case. He wished to say that 
at no time during the period covered by the re- 
ference, nor since, had he, as Attorney-General, 
or his colleague, the Solicitor-General, taken 
any part in connection with these matters. They 
had received no official communication of any 
kind, even up to that moment, upon the sub- 
ject and the materials which he proposed to 

resent to the Commission. The materials had 

n obtained by him from the military au- 
thorities on his own application. It was now 
common knowledge that on Easter Monday last 
a number of persons came out in open rebel- 
lion in Dublin and certain parts of the country 
in pursuance, apparently, of an organised plan, 
Among the piaces which the rebels occupied was 
the publichouse of Mr. Davy at Portobello 
Bridge, less than a quarter of a mile from 
Portobello military barracks. On that day 
those barracks were occupied by about 600 men 
of the 3rd Batt. Royal Irish Rifles. As reports 
about the outbreak came in drafts of these 
men were sent out to different places so that 
only about 300 men were left in the barracks. 
The persons who had taken possession of Davy's 
publichouse were dislodged by the military, and 
the place was put under the control of a mili- 
tary picket on the 25th of April, with Lieu- 
tenant Morris, of the East Surrey Regiment, in 
charge. Not far from Davy’s was Jacob's fac- 
tory, which had been taken by the rebels, and 
held by them for several days. There was con- 
siderable trouble in the neighbourhood in the 
shape of occasional sniping. The condition of the 
district of Camden street was excited and dis- 
turbed. Shortly after Lieutenant Morris took 
up his post he observed coming from the direc- 
tion of the Jacob factory a considerable crowd 
of people with one man walking in front. That 
man was identified by civilians as Mr. Sheehy- 
Ske ton. Lieutenant Morris sent two men to 
arrest Mr. Skeffington, and he was arrested and 
taken to Portobello Barracks. That was about 
eight o'clock. In the guardroom at that time 
were Lieutenants Dobbyn, Wilson, and Tooley. 
One of those officers appeared to have given an 
order to the Provost-Sergeant (Maxwell) to 
bring Mr. Skeffington from the guardroom to 
the orderly‘room to be interrogated. When he 
arrived at the orderly-room Lieutenant Morgan, 
Adjutant of the 3rd Batt. Royal Irish Rifles, 
and another officer were there. The officer 
asked Mr. Skeffington if he was a Sinn Feiner, 
and the reply was that he was not, but that 
he was in sympathy with the organisation, and 
that he was op to militarism. He was 
then brought back to the guardroom, and con- 


fined there.

Dobbyn 
that he would give no such order, and that 
Capt. Colthurst, if he took those proceedings, 
he must do it entirely upon his own responsi- 
bility. Lieut. Wilson came back with the mes- 
sage to Lieut. Dobbyn, and just as he was m 
the act of telling him several shots rang out. 
Having heard the shots, Lieut. Dobbyn went 
into the yard, and found the three men lying 
on the ground. Lieut. Dobbyn was not avait 
able, he being at present somewhere. at the 
front, but his evidence at the court-martial 
was available to the Commission. After Capt. 
Colthurst had told Dobbyn what he was going 
to do to these men he returned to the guard 
room and asked for a file of men to go out 
with the three men. Seven privates with loaded 
rifles left the guard room, bringing Skefiington, 
Dickson, and MacIntyre with them. 

THE SHOOTING. 

Capt. Colthurst ordered the three men to be 
= against a wall, and there they were shot. 

fhen Lieut. Dopbyn went into the yard and 
saw the bodies on the ground he thought he 
noticed a movement im one of the limbs of Mr. 
Skefington. He reported the incident, and 
Capt. Colthurst said tnat in that case the firing 
must be repeated, and it was repeated. He 
(the Attorney-General) was never consulted with 
regard to these events; the military were in full 
eontrol, and neither then nor since had he, 
as. representing the . civil administra- 
tion, been consulted, nor had he 
had any connection with the transactions, or the 
subsequent disposition of any of the persons in- 
volved. The sole connection that he had with 
the case was when he was consulted by the 
military authority as to whether a courtmartial 
was a competent authority to deal with Captain 
Colthurst. From his reading of the terms of 
reference to the Commission he conceived that 
the Commission. was confined to the incidents 
beginning with the arrest.of Mr. Skeffington 
and terminating with the execution of the three 
persons on the Wednesday morning, and so far 
as his share in this investigation was concerned 
he believed he had done his duty in confining his 
observations to the comparatively brief but 
terribly tragic events that occurred between the 
afternoon of Tuesday and the morning of Wed- 
nesday. 

The President said that if there was any ques- 
tion of inquiry into the burial and disposition of 
the bedies of the three men they would not ex- 
clude ft. 

The Attorney-General said he was going to 
mention that. So far as the disposition of the 
bodies was concerned evidence would be forth- 
coming to prove that on that night they were 
interred in the barrack grounds in the pre- 
sence of the Roman Catholic Chaplain. Some 
days afterwards the bodies were exhumed and 
subsequently interred in Glasnevin Cemetery. 
It would be observed from what he had said 
that he had entirely abstained from any refer- 
ence to the extent to which any or all of those 
persons were involved in the rebellion. It did 
not seem to him that that question could con- 
ceivably come within the terms of the refer- 
ence, but he thought it only: right and fair to 
say that in his view the inquiry should pro- 
ceed on the assumption that those three men 
were innocent persons. Even were they to any 
extent involved, either by way of sympathy or 
by active participation, they were entitled to a 
fair and legal trial, which they had not got. 
He therefore suggested to the Commission that 
the inquiry should proceed entirely on the as- 
sumption, which so far as he knew was sub- 
stantially correct, that these were innocent per- 
sons who had taken no active part in the rebel- 
hon. It was on record, and was notorious that 
Captain Colthurst had been found guilty by a 
competent tribunal. That unhappy officer—un- 
happy in any sense or view—was at present 
confined in a criminal! lunatic asylum. 

Mr. Healy said every statement the Attorney- 
General had made had already been proved on 
oath at the court-martial, and therefore his 
statement had not added a single circumstance 
to anything that they and the country did not 
know before. At the same time he hed ‘eft 
the matter in a wholly unsatisfactory position, 
and he (Mr. Healy) would claim that a state- 
ment should now be made on behalf of the 
murdered men, so that their position and that 
of their relatives might be placed in its true 
light before the public. 

The Chairman said the Commission thought 
the. domiciliary visits to the house of Mr. 
Skefiington was a subject»rel¢evant to the in-

That is the only man as far as I am 
aware that was shot by Captain Colthurst. 

And you never heard that he had previously 
shot another man? No. 

THE FIRING DESCRIBED. 

Sergeant Aldridge, R.D.F., answering the At- 
torney-General, said he was on duty at the 
guardroom on the Wednesday morning, April 
26th. He repeated the evidence given by him 
at the court-martial on Capt. Bowen-Colthurst, 
which was that he heard and saw that officer 
order out the three men—Skeffington, Dickson, 
and MacIntyre—into the yard behind the guard 
room, where they were shot. 

To the Chairman—Captain Colthurst came to 
the guardroom and said that he wanted to 
speak to the three men. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Healy—-The men were 
neither pinioned nor blindfolded. . 

Did they get any time to say their prayers? 
They did not. 

Did they know they were going te their 
death? I don’t think they did. 

Was that the only execution you witnessed in 
the barrack ? It was, with the exception of what 
I saw on the previous day when I went out 
with a party. for rations-— 

Mr. Healy—I don’t ask you about that. Did 
any of the prisoners say anything that morn- 
ing? Not in my hearing. 

Were they shot in the back or the front? 
Through the front, and the bullets penetrated 
through the back. 

Do you sag that when the guns were pre- 
sented at them neither of them said anything— 
didn’t they ask for a priest? Not in my hear- 


ing. 

Beside Captain Colthurst, yourself, and the 
seven men were any other persons present? I 
am sure there were not. 

Do you say that none of the men protested 
against being shot? They didn't mention any- 
thing at all in my hearing. 

Did they utter even a cry? No. 

Your account is that these three men re- 
mained mute as statues during that proceed- 
ing? That is right. 

Did they make even a gesture? Nothing at 
all. They obeyed orders and marched to the 
wall. 

Do you suggest that this man Dickson, a 
Scotchman, who had nothing to do with the 
rebellion, made no protest against his death? 
No, sir; it was all too sudden. 

In reply to further questions by Mr. Healy, 
the witness said he did not know the name of 
any member of the firing party. But there was 
one man who told him subsequestiy that he 
was one of the fifing party—that was Rifleman 
Buckley who was present in Court. There was 
a record of the men on guard that day, but it 
had passed out of his hands. The second firing 
party consisted of four men. 

Did Captain Colthurst visit the prisoners that 
morning, and ask them if they had any com- 
plaints to make? Not while I was on guard. 

Is it your duty to take orders as to inflicting 
capital punishment from any officer? I take 
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murders? I did, about 11.15 in the morning 
of the occurrence. i 

Mr. Powell objected to evidence of commumica- 
tions made to any person subsequent to the 
shooting of these men on the ground that it 
was not relevant, and was going outside the 
scope of the reference. ee 

The Chairman said the Commissioners were of 
opinion that they would not be doing their 
duty if they shut out a question such as this. 
At the same time, they had no intention to 
allow this to become a roving inquiry. — ., 

Mr. Healy, resuming the cross-examination, 
asked if the report to the Garrison Adjutant 
was oral or written, and witness replied that 
he reported it by telephone, but it was not a 
full report of the circumstances. The substance 
of the report was that Captain Bowen Colthurst 
had taken ,Mr. Skeffington and the editors of

Who, as far as you know, was the, recipient 
of that report?

In accord- 
ance with orders, witness made a wvitten report 
to the Garrison Adjutant on Ist or 2nd May. 
Witness went on to say that Mr. Skeffington 
was searched by Captain Colthurst when he 
was brought in. The things found on him were 
brought by Captain Colthurst to witness, and 
he had them locked up in his safe until he 
handed them over to the Chaplain, Father 
O'Loughlin, about May Sth. Captain Colthurst 
never got a key from him for Mr. Skeffington’s 
house. There was a document produced at the 
Courtmartial which had upon it an endorsement 
in the name of Captain Colthurst to the effect 
that it had been found on the person of Mr. 
Skeffington on the night of April 25.

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AMERICANS VIGOROUS. 

Americans recorded some imposing gains on

Witness 
directed that he should be taken into Porto- 
bello Barracks, and that was done. At the 
time there was much unrest in that part of the 
city, and some firing was EN on. 

Cross-examined by Mr. os v, witness said 
his attention was drawn to the approach of 
Mr. Skeffington followed by an excited crowd, 
He had no instructions to arrest Mr. Skeffing- 
ton, but he thought it possible he would avoid 
any trouble by having Mr. Skeffington taken 
into the barracks, and the authorities could 
afterwards decide what they would do with him. 
He went quite willingly into the barracks. 
Witness had no knowledge as to Mr. Skeffing- 
ton’s movements that day. He never after- 
wards saw Mr. Skeffington alive. Previously he 
had ordered other persons to be taken into 
the barracks. That, es well as Mr. Skeffington’s 
detention, was merely precautionary, to prevent 
the rebels getting up through the crowd and 
rushing the post. 

The Chairman said Dr. Skeffington had sent 
up some questions, and he pro á to put them 
to the witness. Dr. Skeffington wished to know 
if the witness knew anything of Mr. Skeffington 
having been later on taken as a hostage. 

Witness said he did. Coming on to midnight 
he saw Mr. Skeffington being marched past 
the post at the bridge. Witness challenged the 
party and found they were in charge of an 
officer, whom he was told was Capt. Bowen- 
Colthurst. He was also told they:were goin 
to examine a house. He heard Capt. Colthurs 
speaking to another officer, and also to Mr. 

effington, and saying that if they were fired 
at from the house Mr. Skeffington would be 
shot. After the lapse of half an hour they 
came back, and he saw they had three prisoners, 
one of whom he believed was Mr. Skeffington. 

Sergeant John Maxwell, 3rd Royal Irish 
Rifles, said he was regimental provost-sergeant 
at Portobello on April 25th. There was a man 
in the guardroom whose name he was informed 
was Skeffington. He was interrogated, and was 
ordered to be detained pending further in- 
quiry. ' 

Cross-examined by Mr. Healy—When did you 
first see a man named Édeistein in the bar- 
racks? I cannot reraena;er,. I know the man 
very well. 

Was he what is called a “ spotter” for the 
military? I could not answer. that. 

Did you see a person called Isaacs coming to 
the barracks? No, I did not, 

Why was Edelstein admitted to the bar- 
racks? I could not tell you. There was an 
officer at the main gate who had charge. 

To the Chairman—Edelstein was under arrest 
in the barracks, and he spoke to him several 
times, but could not remember anything that 
he said. 

Second Lieutenant Leslie Wilson, 5th Royal 
Trish Fusiliers, stated that he first saw Captain. 
Colthurst on Tuesday, 25th April. He accom- 

nied him that night with a party of 40 men. 
Before leaving the barracks Mr. Skeffington was 
brought out into the open and ordered to say 
his prayers. He twice refused to do so, an 
then Captain,Colthurst said a prayer for him. 
The party were going to raid Kelly's house at 
the corner of Camden street. When they 
reached the bridge the party was halted. Half 
of the men were left in charge of witness, the 
others ing on in charge of Captain Col- 
thurst. Mr. pe was brought from the 
barracks to the bridge. Captain Colthurst said 
if he and his men were out witness 
was to take command, and that if he (Captain 
Colthurst) and his men were fired’ at from 
Kelly's house he (witness) was to shoot Mr. 
Sk ., Captain Colthurst then went down 
to Kelly’s and returned in about 20 
with some GCSE gag oe The whole party 
returned to .

No. I did not understand 
that he was going to have them shot. it was a 
surprise to me, and the men themselves did not 
realise what was going to happen. When he 
asked for the seven men I thought he wanted 
them as an escort. é 

Did anybedy make any sort of protest at 
all? No: there was no one there to do it. — 
Rifleman Michael Buckley, 2nd Royal Irish 
Rifles, stated that he was one of the firing party 
on the Wednesday morning. Capt, Colthurst 
ordered the three prisoners to be brought out 
of the guardroom into the yard. Capt. Colt- 
hurst went with them. In a minute or so he 
came to ghe guardroom door and said he 
wanted some of the guard to turn out.
